Kermott Surrounded By 


Friends As Murder Trial 
Ordered In Preliminary 


UPLANDER GIVEN 
“MORAL SUPPORT” 
~ DURING HEARING 


With tear-dimmed eyes, a host 
of friends bade Jack Kermott fare- 
well from Upland yesterday after- 
noon. 

A few minutes before, he had 
been held for trial in the superior 
court on a murder charge, a pre- 
liminary hearing being concluded 
in the J. B. Draper & Co. build- 
ing. People lined the sidewalk 
along the First avenue side of the 
building and as he was 
led to a sheriff's car, friends pat- 
ted him on the back and reached 
to give him reassuring hand- 
shakes. His devoted wife walked 
by his side, her arm around him. 


TO AWAIT TRIAL 


With officers, the grim work 
was a matter of carrying out their 
duty. On reaching the automo- 
bile, parked in front of the build- 
ing, the accused 28-year-old citi- 
zen was separated from his wife 
and friends. He was speeded to 
the San Bernardino county jail to 
awalt the murder trial. While 
the trial will be held as soon as

The accused did not take the 
stand at yesterday's hearing but 
his testimony given at the inquest 
was read into the records.

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So California Wants Nothing But Cream 


Under the above heading an editorial writer in the Okla- 
homa City Times gets off the following: 

“Certain misguided and strife-stirring publicists in 
Oalifornia are engaging in a campaign that is going to cause 
that state the loss of many friends. Their attitude seems 
to be deliberately unfriendly and for some reason Okla- 
homa seems to have been chosen as one of the — special 
targets. 

““Under headings such as ‘No Jobs in California’ and 
‘Dust Bowl Moves to California,’ some publications are 
making a great noise these days because some California 
counties find themselves with a surplus of farm labor on 
their hands. The practice in discussing the situation ap- 
pears to be to use ‘dust bowl’ and ‘Oklahoma’ inter- 
ehangeably and to pin a large share of the blame for per- 
plexing conditions there on our state. 

“As a matter of fact, Oklahoma has a comparatively 
small area in that section called the dust bowl and that 
area is peopled by a particularly courageous and tenacious 
breed of citizens. Most of them refused to budge under 
the impact of drouth. It would be safe to say that not 100 
families, if that many, have pulled up stakes in the high 
plains and sought greener fields in California’s empire. 

“The natural impulse of the average Oklahoman who 
reads this type of excited and highly unfair type of com- 
plaint is to urge net only farmers and laborers but every- 


one else to stay out of the unfriendly territory. 

‘‘Any examination of the list of prosperous California 
citizens will show that Oklahomans have contributed gen- 
erously to the wealth and productive man-power of that 
state. Much capital and much money for day-by-day ex- 
penditure originated in Oklahoma. The percentage of 
high-class and industrious Oklahomans in the Pacifie coast 
state is fully as high as that of the ‘seum’ which the pub- 
licists disdain so haughtily. 

“California wants the former type and the former type 
only. Mr. Don Thomas, executive secretary of the Cali- 
fornia All-Year club—an aggressive booster organization 
—baldly proclaims California doesn’t want people unless 
they have money to spend. This cynical and ultra-realistic 


attitude should not be lost on Oklahomans. 

“Get contidential with any native son and he’ll tell you 
California is infested with the most proficient buneh of 
chiselers you can‘find anywhere. 

“Tt would be easy to turn tables on California. It 


would be easy to say that if California isn’t willing to take 
eare of a few of our floaters who strayed out there (heaven 
knows, we didn’t send them) she shouldn’t be so eager for 


the presence of our folk with well-lined pockets. 

“It would be human to say, ‘Sure, stay out of Cali- 
fornia, whether you have a job or not—whether you have 
money or not. Stay out of the empire of earthquakes, 
floods and forest fires. Avoid the commonwealth of cults, 
the fertile field of pension promoters, the paradise of re- 
ligious racketeers, the haven of a thousand roadside chis- 
elers, the land that idolizes a man when he is on top and 
kicks him when he is down, 

‘“*But wouldn't it be more charitable to ask the com- 
plainants to cheek more carefully into the origin of their 
unwelcome guests, to please not blame Oklahoma with all 
their woes and to quit labeling every refugee from wind- 
spent soil as a fugitive from Oklahoma? 

‘*No state so altogether attractive as California can fail 
to lure some parasites along with the prosperous, some in- 
dolent along with the industrious, some bums along with 
the brainy. You can’t have only the cream, California!’’ 


The Oklahoma writer may know what he is talking about 
in some respects—but he apparently don’t know it all. We 
wonder if he has been in California at any time during the past 
few years and seen things with his own eyes. As we under- 
stand it, writers who have been telling of conditions in South- 
ern California as the result of indigents who come here, went 
out among them where they are the most numerous in the agri- 
eultural districts, saw the conditions in which they came and 
under which they live and ascertained from whence they came. 
It is also an easy matter for one driving along the main high- 
ways to note the cars in which people come from other parts 
of the country, as well as the condition of the persons in those 
ears. We believe it is true that no other state in the nation— 
especially considering its population—has as great a propor- 
tion of indigents in this territory as has Oklahoma. 

Californians do not object to other than wealthy people 
coming into the state, but our citizens do object when the pro- 
portion of indigents is so great that it makes the relief burden 
so large it is unbearable—and that is the stage it is rapidly 


reaching. The fact has also been emphasized that it is not 
wise for people to come to California in search of jobs at this 
time, as there are not enough jobs for those who are already 
here. 

We also wonler if Oklahoma does not prefer people with 
means to come into their state to live—instead of those they 


have to support after they get there. However, it is not at all 
difficult to understand why people do prefer to come to Cali- 
fornia to live—no matter what their financial condition.
